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Kalitta wants to 
build at Willow 
Run, bring 600 jobs

Marco Salomone was giving a report 
on Aerotropolis to members of the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority at their regular meeting April 23, 
when VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
announced a new development nobody 
knew about. 

Salomone, who is the interim executive 
director for the Detroit Region Aerotropolis 
Development Corporation, was asked 
by DDA president Craig Atchinson what 
projects are being planned for 2019. 

Salomone was reluctant to name 
developments until they were final, but 
Supervisor McNamara announced that 
Connie Kalitta is going to the township 
board pretty soon. He wants to build at 
Willow Run Airport, which is kind of 
tricky since you can’t buy land at Willow 
Run, only lease it from the FFA. 

He said nobody wants to build at the 
airport for fear the FAA will decide to put a 
runway through their building. 

McNamara said in Oscoda, Kalitta 
employs everybody in town and needs 
another maintenance building. 

“We would consider it a hangar,” 
McNamara said. He said the MDEC gave 
$2 million for the project. He said Kalitta 
would create 600 jobs with the average 
salary of $38.25 per hour. 

“We’ve gone back to the MDEC,” 
McNamara said, explaining, “We want to 
tack on that 20% of the new employees be 
VBT residents. ... We’ll see how that goes. 
It should be before the board soon.” 

In Sunday’s Detroit Free Press, a report 
on PFAS said Kalitta Air, at the Oscoda- 
Wurtsmith Airport, is the largest employer 
in Iosco County. The company ships 
cargo by air and also provides jet engine 
maintenance for others, including Boeing 
and General Electric.

Community Schools to permit certain 
Van Buren students to receive vocational 
education at Wayne-Westland from July 1, 
2019 through June 30, 2020. School Supt.

On April 17, 1952, President Harry 
Truman signed a bill proclaiming the 
National Day of Prayer into law in the 
United States.

Day of Prayer. This year, that day falls on 
Thursday, May 2, 2019. 

We Americans have so much to be 
thankful for and we need to take time 
out of our busy schedules to thank God 
for a Christian nation that is ruled by law 
and order, experiences many freedoms, 
blessings, prosperity and opportunities.

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Questions rise about redactions of records by Sumpter employee

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
heard Treasurer Kenneth Bednark voice 
concerns about redactions — blacking out -- 
of township records, at the board’s regular 
meeting April 9. 

Treasurer Bednark reported he has been 
doing internal auditing to make sure 
resources go where they should. He found 
some invoices in the files were heavily 
redacted. 

He said he called the McGraw Morris 
law firm about its redacted invoices and 
they told him to ask township attorney Rob 
Young because they didn’t do it. 

So, he asked Young and Young investigated 
and reported it was Finance Director Scott 
Holtz. 

Bednark said if something is to be put in the 
file redacted, the decision should be made 
by the township board, not an employee. 

Young said Holtz said there were a couple 
of matters relating to litigation that he 
redacted, but Treasurer Bednark should be 
able to see un-redacted bills. 

Holtz still had un-redacted copies so 
Bednark was able to see them, but the 
redacted versions were in the township files. 

“T don’t know who told him to do that,” 
Supervisor John Morgan said of Holtz. 

“The board should be able to see all these 
records...” Young said. 

“Somebody gave the order to Scott and he 
works for the supervisor’s office,” Bednark 
said. 

“I didn’t,” said Supervisor Morgan. “And, 
not my deputy.” 

Bednark said if the documents are being 
held in an insecure place, the board needs to 
provide a secure place. 

In other business at the April 9 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved a letter of understanding 
regarding retiree life insurance and pension 
plan for the Fraternal Order of Police; 

e Approved a letter of understanding 
regarding medical benefits maximum out of 
pocket reimbursement for Fraternal Order 
of Police, Command Officers Association, 
and Michigan Council of the American 
Federation of State, County, and Municipal 
Employees; 


e Approved, on a 6-1 vote, a management 
negotiating committee for AFSCME of 
Scott Holtz, Michelle Bellingham, John 
Morgan, and attorney Rob Young, with 
Treasurer Bednark voting no; 

e Approved a resolution describing a policy 
prohibiting harassment, discrimination and 
retaliation; 

e Approved the new National Electric 
Code 2017 as a new standard for electrical 
inspections for the building department. 
This new standard was effective Jan. 4, 
2019; 

e Approved requiring the vendor for the 
sound/video system to come before the 
board before payment is approved; 

e Heard Rush announce the Skyward 
training will be held at the fire hall and 
NOAA radios will be delivered the following 
Thursday to assess for major buildings; 

e Heard Adrian Slaughter ask about the 
policy to prohibit harassment, discrimination 
and retaliation and was told it mirrors federal 
law 99% and Michigan law and you have 
to have a local policy to enforce locally. 
She also told of how the water department 
shut off her water by mistake and if she 
hadn’t called at once, it would have been 
off all weekend. She also asked Trustee 
Don Swinson what a trustee does and he 
explained, especially his work with Parks 
& Recreation. She asked what the township 
does for the kids besides an Easter egg hunt. 
“We don’t really have a program for the 
youth, such as ball, cadets for police or fire, 
anything to give local youths an advantage 
to put on a resume.” Swinson said the parks 
and Recreation members are all volunteers; 

e Heard Trustee Matthew Oddy ask if the 
Missoula Children’s Theater is still coming 
to Sumpter and Clerk Esther Hurst said, 
according to a story in the Independent, it 
is going to be held at McBride school. She 
said she sent a letter to Barbara Rogalle 
Miller and never got a response; 

e Heard former Treasurer Peggy Morgan 
ask about the status of the pension fund 
that she told the board about earlier. Young 
had said he was getting in touch with the 
Nationwide attorney. Young said he was in 
contact with the township’s attorney on the 
matter. He said two weeks ago he said he 
was taking it over to work out and needed

to talk to their attorney. Morgan said Young 
had looked at the contract and said it was 
OK. Young said, “It was OK,” but there 
was a problem with the second addendum 
which said the township would pay $27,000 
or pay it over a period of time to switch to 
MERS. Young said he wants to see if the 
township can go back to where it was with 
Nationwide. Morgan said she found out 
about not being able to get her pension funds 
out last November, “and, this is April”; 

e Heard Peggy Morgan also ask about how 
much Sheldon Futernick owes in water bills. 
Young said he didn’t know, but whatever he 
owes is always put on his tax. He always 
writes on his check, “paid under protest,” 
Young said. Morgan said others get their 
water shut off when they don’t pay. Young 
said Futernick owns mobile home parks 
with a number of people in there. If they 
shut off the water, it would be punishing 
the residents, not him, he said. Young said

submitted for the publication. Supervisor 
Morgan said he’ll make sure in the future 
the Supervisor, Clerk, and Treasurer reports 
are at the front. Peggy Morgan also asked 
Clerk Esther Hurst about a rumor going 
around that Hurst is going to resign and the 
township will put Maria Beaudrie in her 
place. Hurst replied that was not true and it 
definitely is a rumor. Beaudrie is mother of 
the current Deputy Clerk Dawn Hadyniak; 

e Heard Mary Ban ask about NOAA 
weather radios mentioned by Trustee Tim 
Rush. Rush said the township is getting 
those through the National Weather Service 
and wouldn’t be available to the public. 
Bednark said he got two radios on Amazon 
and for $45 to $70 you can get a radio 
programmable to the 48111 zip code.

would it go to the general fund or the police 
department’s forfeiture fund and Young said 
it would go to the general fund.

Former Treasurer Peggy Morgan said she 
is so happy Holtz is leaving. She said he 
messed up the retirement benefits she still

postponing things that needed to be done. 

She addressed present Treasurer Ken 
Bednark saying, “It’s amazing it only took 
you three weeks to figure everything out,” 
she said of issues Holtz reported aimed at 
destroying confidence in both her and his 
treasurer’s office. 

In other business at the April 23 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved having the firm of Post, 
Smythe, Lutz and Ziel do the finance 
director’s job until a new director is hired.

e Approved the Parks and Recreation 
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Commission request to acquire all licenses 
associated with the Sumpter Country 
Festival on behalf of Sumpter Township, 
including the Liquor Control Commission 
license for this one event; 

e Approved Great Lakes Fireworks, LLC, 
to provide the fireworks display during the 
2019 Sumpter Country Festival on May 
26, with a rain date of May 27; 

e Accepted the removal of Sharon and 
Richard Pokerwinski from alternate 
positions and putting them back to full-time 
positions with the Parks and Recreation 
Commission, with Sharon returned to 
the executive position of commission 
secretary;

Bednark is going to be in the treasurer’s 
office to make sure the office has what it 
needs when the deputy is away on training. 


Bednark replied, “You don’t know what 
we need ... I will fill in as needed.” Clerk 
Hurst said, “I don’t understand why you 
don’t ask Karen Armatis to help ... You’re 
not a stand-alone office.” Bednark replied 
that if she knew how Armatis treated the 
people in his office, she would understand. 
“You bully everybody,’ Clerk Hurst 
responded; 

e Heard former Treasurer Peggy Morgan 
report that $8,000 was spent in her office, 
to help with problems not $25,000 as 
alleged, and she worked with Holtz on 
other issues. She said Holtz wanted to 
reflect that the treasurer was not doing the 
job when she was treasurer and now he’s 
doing the same with Bednark. “Frankly, 
I had issues with Karen, as well,” Peggy 
Morgan said, noting Armatis tried to 
paint a picture that the treasurer’s office 
wasn’t working well. Supervisor Morgan 
defended his Deputy Armatis, saying, she 
was not painting any picture. But Peggy 
Morgan said Armatis was, “part of your 
patsy.” Sharon Pokerwinski spoke out 
against Bednark and Bednark said, “You 
are very misinformed,” explaining how 
she was wrong. Peggy Morgan said she 
could have saved the township $140,000 
by going to Comerica bank, but Supervisor 
Morgan said to put her off. Bednark said 
there were many times Holtz said he would 
do something for the treasurer’s office 
and then didn’t. Deputy Snook said Holtz 
didn’t give her guidance on what she had 
to do. Both Hurst and Pokerwinski said he 
should ask Armatis for help since she has 
ten years of experience; 

e Heard Julia Slaughterbeck ask about 
recycling. Supervisor Morgan told her 
the cost is so high, recycling is on the 
way out. He said Republic can always go 
back if it becomes economical. Attorney 
Young said he knows there are times when 
the recyclables are put into the landfill 
because recycling doesn’t work right now 
economically. “Should we bother or not?” 
Slaughterbeck asked. Clerk Hurst said the 
bins are still being taken to the recycling 
area and picked up by Republic; 

e Heard Donald Basham thank the board 
for passing an ordinance against grass 
clippings on the road. He said May is 
Motorcyclist Awareness Month and wet 
grass clippings are like ice. He previously 
had told the board about his friend who 
was riding a motorcycle, hit a patch of wet 
grass, and was decapitated by a sign in

Ashley Capital has owned more than 150 
acres at the northwest corner of Haggerty 
and Ecorse roads for 20 years and it’s 
finally moving forward to construct 1.5 


million square feet of warehouses and 
office space to lease. 

Ashley Capital has 17 of the 40 top 
industrial leases in Southeastern Michigan 
according to Crain’s Detroit Business of 
April 22, including facilities in Van Buren

Township, Romulus, Livonia, Warren, 
Brownstown Township, and Lake Orion. 

The Crossroads Distribution Center, just 
to the south of VBT’s new project, includes 
276,346 square feet for Ford Motor Co., 
190,751 for Rose Moving and Storage, 
185,405 for AEL Span, and 179,760 for 
Fed-Ex Ground Package System. 

At the April 24 meeting the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission, after 
a public hearing, recommended to the 
township board a special-use permit to 
construct Ashley Capital Crossroads North 
Distribution Center, consisting of three 
buildings totaling 1,579,325 square feet of 
space. 

Vidya Krishnan, planner from McKenna, 
said the special land use is for the two 
buildings in the back and the one in front 
doesn’t need the special approval. 

The commission also gave preliminary 
site plan approval for the whole project. 

The last time the proposed project was 
before the VBT Planning Commission was 
a year and a half earlier. Problems with 
traffic was discussed at that time. 

Now, Ashley Capital brought a letter from 
Peter Milenkovich, Wayne County Traffic 
Engineer, who said the county received a 
revised Traffic Impact Study for the project 
on May 15, 2018. He said they reviewed 
the Traffic Impact Study and the proposed 
geometrics and it is acceptable with no 
further comments. 

The letter indicated the county was 
waiting for plans for a traffic signal for the 
project. 

There will be three drives into the project 
off Ecorse and a traffic signal will be at the 
westernmost drive. That signal will serve 
both the new North Distribution Center 
and the present South Distribution Center. 

Sue Farr, 6960 Haggerty Rd., has a home 
on 1.8 acres which backs up to this new 
Ashley project. She said Ashley offered 
her $30,000 for her home and property. 

She said when she went out to look at 
what they were doing behind her home 
recently, they ordered her off their property 
and told her, “Van Buren has our back.” 
She said, obviously, “Van Buren doesn’t 
have ours.” 

Ron Akers, VBT Director of Planning and 


Economic Development, said he looked 
into the question about buying property and 
found the township planning commission 
has no authority to get involved in interests 
of two private parties. 

Mike Balow, of Ashley Capital, said he’s 
reached out to buy lots from several of the 
property owners on Haggerty, along the 
east side of the project. Some may want to 
move to greener pastures, he said. 

He said he hasn’t done an email or door- 
knocking campaign. He stressed the value 
to Ashley Capital is in the land. They don’t 
need it for the project, but it would be nice 
to square off the site. He stressed they 
don’t need the houses. 

“Land is land,” he said. “I’m happy to 
stay after the meeting and talk to residents.” 
He said he has offered to buy property and 
allow the resident to stay two years in the 
house rent-free, paying only the taxes. He 
said they pay a fair value of the property 
and, “That’s our approach.” 

Balow said people who want to talk to 
him about it may call him. Commissioner 
Medina Atchinson asked him to give his 
phone number now so people watching on 
cable television could get it. Then she had 
him repeat it. Balow said he can be reached 
at (734) 394-1900 (“I’m the only Mike at 
that number.”) or emailed at mbalow@ 
ashleycapital.com . 

James Johnson, who owns 6720 Haggerty 
with his sister, said his parents lived there 
for 40 years. He asked how many of the 
homes are up for sale there and no one 
knew. 

Planning Commission Chairwoman 
Carol Thompson said it frustrating for the 
developer and for the residents and for the 
township. This big development is at the 
gate to the township. She said there are 
legal guidelines to follow and the township 
has no control over what one private entity 
offers to another. 

“We encourage Ashley Capital to continue 
to reach out,” Thompson said. 

Joe Webb of Webb Engineering said 
buildings 1, 2, and 3 are on the south side 
of Ecorse and 4 and 5 will be built on the 
north side, with building 6 to come within 
18 months.

“Once we start building, we’re not 
stopping,” he said, noting they do not have 
specific tenants yet. 

Several stipulations by the planner and 
engineer were named in the huge project. 

Township Engineering Consultant Dave 
Potter of Fishbeck, Thompson, Carr & 
Huber, said seven acres of wetlands will be 
mitigated with 10 acres elsewhere. 

Webb said the DEQ said it will have to go 
through the Mitigation Bank and should be 
in the Rouge River Watershed or another 
watershed. 

He said they will dig deep enough in their 
underground stormwater facilities to store 
two 100-year storms back to back. 

Webb said DTE is building a substation 
on the south side of Ecorse, so that should 
help with electrical power. 

When Thompson asked how they are 
going to control who uses which driveway, 
Webb said they will post “no-trucks” on 
the one drive for controlled access. He 
said, actually, truckers drive wherever they 
want to go. 

He said eastbound trucks will make left 
turns into the facility.

The Free Press story said Kalitta has 
240,000 square feet of hangar and engine 
shop space and company officials said they 
are interested in expanding there by one or 
two additional hangars, expecting to create 
150 additional jobs. But the company 
wants protection from the U.S. government 
against liability from the existing PFAS 
contamination and the Air Force has 
refused, according to Arnie Leriche, who 
helped to organize a grassroots group 
engaged in the PFAS contamination 
problem at Wurtsmith. 

Leriche said Kalitta doesn’t own the 
land, which is owned by the township 


redevelopment authority. It was given to 
them by the Air Force and the Air Force 
has a covenant on the deed, he said. 
That covenant allows the Air Force to 
do remediation, to do sampling, to even 
hold up a project until they clean up 
contamination, Leriche said. That cleanup 
is moving painfully slowly, he said. 

McNamara also told the DDA that Ashley 
Capital is the big development coming this 
year with more than one million square feet 
and the first buildings two/thirds of that. 

Salomone said the Subaru project in VBT 
is one of the crown events for Aerotropolis. 
He said they see Subaru causing a domino 
effect, falling for similar investments for 
the future.

and economic development. 

Akers said Ashley Capital will begin with 
two 600,000 square foot buildings to lease 
and, “I wouldn’t be surprised if they were 
filled easily.” 

Salomone said Ashley Capital is very 
excited about VBT. 

Salomone passed out the Aerotropolis 
annual report at the beginning of his 
comments and announced Huron Township 
Supervisor David Glaab was a new board 
member. 

He said the Aerotropolis slogan last year 
was, “It’s time!” They worked on more 
marketing and advertising. He said they 
were in 11 publications, print and digital. 
“I was skeptical of the print advertising, 
but we had results from print.” 

He said they were working on 60 or so 
projects last year. He said they hitched onto 
local groups for foreign contacts, such as 
the Detroit China Business Association, 
and Aerotropolis gave a tour to those in 
town from Beijing for a week.

In other business at the April 23 meeting, 
the DDA:
